FEDERAL RESERVE SYSTEM
CAN STAND HEFLIN'S ABUSE

The Alabama Demagogue Is Madly
Charging It With Responsibility for
the Slump In Farm Prices

T I8 gratifying to note that the Senate
I is showing no disposition to co-operate
with Senator Heflin, of Alabamna, in his
attnek on the Federyl Reserve banks,

Heflin is making nn especinl effort to get
nn inquiry into the responsibility of the
banks for the eireulation of a speech in de-
fense of the system made by Renator Glass
last January. Le charges the banks with
an dttempt to influence publie opinion nnd
to concenl the truth by the circulation of
the speech. He wants the memhere of the
Federnl Reserve Bonrd haled before a special
eommittes to answer his accusations,  The
KRenate, however, ig listening to his tirndes
with what patience it ean muster and then
ignoring him

He 1% espocinlly aggrieved agningt the Fod.
eral Reserve dxstem because of the fall in
the prics of ecotton. e is charging the
Resorve Moard with ordering deflation in
1020 In opder to #ssist the speculntors in
cotton, and insists that fte eourse caused a
losg of more than £1.000,000,000 tn the
farmers in  that  year because  deflation
brought about a reduction In prices, Anid
lie insista that the banks Jdid not go to the
relirf of the farmers in the year when the
prices Legan to full,

As there arg many persons outside of
Alabama who are congenitally hostile to
banks and are in the habit of charging them
with all economle {11, [t may be worth while
to examine the facts In the ense,

In the first place, it may be said that
there hins heen deflation of Federal Ileserve
arreney to the extont of at least $1,000,-
000,000,  That this ecould take place (= a
vindleation of the theory on which the
Federal Reserve Svstom s based.,  Ope of
its purposes wis ta create An elastic curs
reney  system that  would  expand  when
nevded and eontract when the ecension for
it had passad. The defeet of the old na-
tlonal-bank system was that it provided no
way for adjusting the nmount of currency
to the needs of the country., The amount
In cirenlation wne stahle, Derlodds of wear-
elty were followed by perlods of plenty.
When thers was no yse for the money in
the country at large it gravitated to New
York, where it wasg used in speculation,
The system produced panies for which there
Wins no ocure,

Unider the new system the amount of
curreney waos expanded during the war to
meet gl the demands of business,  And
when the war was over and conditions jus-
tifiod It the eurrency was contencted,  DBut
Senator Heflin e wrong when he says that
the deflation oceurred in 1920, the year
when the prices of agricultural products
sbhegan to foll, It was not until 1921 that
defation began, In 10920 there Wis an ex-
pansion of the currency and wl<o nn expin-
wion of lonns to aesist the farmers In passing
theough the erisizs which bhad overtaken them,
The Reserve bonks lent only £720,000,000
on farm and daley paper in 1419, and n
1020 they lent  RLOSOOO0 O,  Thoese
figures sire in the records of the hanks and
they cannot very well be lgnored.  Rome
other reason than the withdrawal of eredits
and the defintion of the currency must be
found to expliin the fall tn prices of agri-,

Daily Talks With Thinking Philadelphians on Subjects They
Know Best

CONSTANTIN VON STERNBERG
On Modern Musical Tendencies
1E modern comporer in getting far away

from the fundamental prinelples npon
which all art is founded, according to Con-
stantin von Sternberg, distinguished nlike
in the United States and in Furope ns a

.planist and as n composer.

““The inclination to get farther and far-
ther away from the fundamental elements
of benuty, and henee of art,”’ said Mr. von
Sternberg, ‘‘ls abpparently growing all the
time, It is very evident In the musieal nrt,
although the same tendeney appears fn most
of the others as well, Fventually we shall
return to fundamentals, but untll that time
comes I do not look for nny great moster-
pleces of musieal comporition,

““The older 1 become the more I nm in-
clined to go back to the ancient Girecks, who
formulated the real elements of beauty npon
which all art, in the lest analy=ls, must
rest. Two of thelr philosoplers in n few
sentences expressed the whole gospel of true
art.

Hurmony Out of Discord

“Plnto knld: “The gods ereated hormony
out of discord,” and that 1= the highest type
of benuty. Our modern composers are very
apt to forget a part of thisn great truth.
They have the diseord all right, but they
negleet to crente the harmony, even If they
nre abla to do so. ]

‘‘Aristotle, the pupil of Plato, snid two
thinge which apply to our present-day con-

itions #0 accurately that they might have
cen sald yestordny. The first of these is
that what happens to a single individunl s
not n fit subject for an artist to {nterprer,
The only proper subjects for the expression
of the highest urt nre the great, sweeplng
cmotions which have been sinee the bogin-
ning of time and will always remnin,

““The more thnt nrt is individualized the
more shallow [t becomes, Thix |s the tend-
ency of the crentlve mind today., Indi-
vidunlizatlon  wnd  specinllzation  nre  the
dendly foes of real art, and henee they 4n-
wile progress.  Before anything lusting enn
Lv accomplished this veneer must be steippod
